Dear Dr. Falconer: 


I was on the point of writing you a month ago to tell 

you that we had subscriptions amounting to $300 a year for three 

ears for our Research Fellowship when some of our Alumni suggest- 
ed that this was altogether too meager a sum to represent 1,200 
graduates, and I was instructed to continue the campaign until we 
could offer the University $500 a year. So far the responses to 
my last letter have brought in only $75 a year, and 900 graduates 
as yet have made no response whatever. I should like to send out 
another letter to these non-subscribers and would appreciate it 
very much if you could send me two or three short sentences com- 
mending the Fellowship to the American graduates which I could 
incorporate in the letter as expressing your opinion. A Philadel- 
phia lady writes me this morning: "Industrial application of sci- 
entific research is going to be of the utmost bread and butter 
importance to Canada in the next few years," and as we have put 
the minimum subscription at $1.00 a year, we feel there is no rea- 
scn why every graduate should not subscribe. There are no organ- 
izations in existence outside of New York and Chicago, and even the 
New York organization does not seem to be very well informed on the 
question. 


The Michigan graduates, 37,000 in number, have raised in 
one month $500,000 towards a desired $1,000,000 for the Michigan 
Union. It is payable in five years, but these subscriptions are 
usually not lower than $10 a year. 


Before I send out this next letter I would like to bring 
up again the question of a directory of all the graduates, at least 
in the United States. Harvard Law School sends me every year a_card 
which I fill out with my correct house and business addresses and 
some Other details. I do not think the University of Toronto has 
ever done this. I think that such a card could be enclosed in my 
next circular letter without additional cost for postage. We ought 
to have a catalogue of graduates arranged geographically, with full 
information as to house and business addresses, and then additional 
divisions; one by departments and classes, and the other strictly 
alphabetical. The last two divisions would simply act as indexes to 
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the first division and would not have full details. This is the 
plan adopted in the Harvard Law School directory. My reasons for 
mentioning the subject are three: C1 yt thought the University 
might be willing to stand the expense of printing these cards to 
be sent to the American graduates; (2) I wanted to know if the 
University could bear the expense of printing enough copies, namely 
about 1,300, to send to all the American graduates; and fo) at 
occurred to me that possibly the University would like to compile 
.and publish at this time such a directory for all its graduates, 

“pothe United States and elsewhere, in which case the information to 
be requested on the cards would have to be considered carefully in 
advance. 


My printer estimates the cost of 1,300 copies of a dir- 
ectory of 1,200 graduates at $320 roughly. The Harvard and Har- 
vard Law directories cost, I think, $3.00 a volume; I do not know 
how many copies we could count on selling. 


Even if the University takes no steps towards publishing 
such a directory at this time, it seems to me that it ought to 
adopt the policy immediately of sending out cards to be filled by 
all graduates once a year. The number of letters returned to me 
undelivered during the past six months is now 350 out of possibly 
1,500 names, and these graduates are to all intents and purposes 
lost to the University. Neither the Registrar, nor the Alumni 
Secretary at Toronto, have been able to give me any better addresses. 


f the University Library does not contain ccpies of the 
Harvard and Harvard Law directories, I shall be glad to send you my 
Old Harvard Law volume, or to loan you the current editions of each. 
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Our annual subscriptions to the Fellowship are now about 
G380. This does not provide for the costs of collection, which 
Will probably exhaust $100 a year.

So far the Research Fellowship Council has received no reply from you, either favorable or 
unfavorable, to its appeals for a subscription. 


Up to date the Council has raised $380 a year, and of this $80 a year must be allowed for the 
expenses of collection. Of the 1,260 Alumni in the United States, 980 have not responded. If every 
eraduate paid $1.00 a year we could offer two Fellowships of $500 a year each, and if additional 
money is not obtained, the Council will be obliged to offer the University $300 a year as the 
gift of the American graduates. 


The 37,000 graduates of the University of Michigan are raising $1,000,000, or $200,000 a year for 
five years, for the new Michigan Union. In a few months they have collected $600,000, or $120,900 
per year, an average of $4 per year per graduate, while 1,200 Toronto graduates have raised in a 
much longer time $380 a year, an average of about thirty-five cents. 


It is recognized that many Toronto Alumni have done a great deal for the University Hospital] 
and for the support of the Dominion in the prosecution of the war. Subscriptions to the Fellow- 
ship, however, need not be paid until January 1, 1916, 1917 and 1918, as the founding of the 
Fellowship has been postponed by one year. There is a general opinion that the war will not last 
more than one year longer. Even those who are supporting the war can, in many cases, also assist 
the Fellowship Council, and you are urgently requested to send your subscription without further 
delay. 


As a result of the work of the Council, the University Governors have arranged for President 
Falconer and some of the University Professors to visit several of the eastern cities this winter. 
The Council has also secured for the University a mailing list of the American Alumni which is 
believed to be correct and which is the first serious attempt made by the University to trace the 
addresses of any of its graduates. The University is now in a position to publish a directory of its 
American Alumni if the project can be financed, and a directory of the Canadian graduates may 
also be published. Several new American Alumni associations are being formed, and the first steps 
have been taken to obtain for the University in this country an organization similar to that which 
ali the large American Universities consider it important to maintain. 


In the meantime the new Board of Graduate Studies has been organized. Professor A. B. 
Macallum, Ph. D., Sc. D., F. R. S., who is distinguished for his research work, is Chairman of the 
Board and also of its Executive Committee. The other members of the Committee are Professors 
A. P. Coleman, Ph. D., F. R. S.; J. C. McLennan, Ph. D., F. R. S.; W. Lash Miller, Ph. D.; W. J. Alex- 
ander, Ph. D. of University College; A. J. Bell, Ph. D. of Victoria College, and G. S. Brett, M. A. of 
Trinity College. 


The Executive Committee will be responsible for the direct supervision of all the work leading 
to the degrees of M. A., Ph. D. and M.D, and after some years of waiting, the University is equipped 
with a Graduate School which promises to be of the first rank. However, Fellowships which will 
permit the School to compete with American Graduate Schools are still required. As Professor 
Macallum writes: 


“The need for fostering research in Canada is imperative. We are at the parting of the ways, 
both in pure science and in science applied to industrial development. We are aiming to foster 
these two, and any assistance that the graduates of the University of Toronto in the United States 
can give along this line will be heartily welcomed and greatly appreciated by those of us in 
Toronto who are striving to make the University a leading center for research. The Alumni 
scattered over the United States therefore have it in their power to help very greatly those who are 
crusading for research in Toronto.” 


The Council hopes that this appeal will be the last one necessary to secure enough funds for a 
Research Fellowship.

Dear Dr. Falconer: 


I am very glad to learn from your letter of the 
fourth instant that there is a prospect of the Board of Govern- 
ors being willing to provide the money for a representative of 
the University to visit the Alumni in the eastern American 
cities and explain the needs of the Graduate School. 


As I explained in my previous letter, I think it is 
very important (and the expense would be well worth while as 
advertising) to have some one visit all the following cities: 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Washington and Pittsburg; 
Buffalo, Rochester and Schenectady; Cleveland, Detroit and 
Chicago. Niagara Falls can be combined with Buffalo and if 
there is an opportunity, Syracuse may be added to the list. 


In practically all these cities there is some tangi- 
ble interest to start with, and the raising of funds for the 
Research Fellowship offers a very convenient opportunity for 
giving the University practical assistance. 


Such @ representative could also discuss the question 
of the Directory, and should ascertain the price at which the 
largest number of copies could be sold. The University ought to 
bear the expense of publication, but if the representative empha- 
Bizes the proposal, enough purchasers might be found to defray 
the entire expense. 


Possibly the Governors may feel like authorizing you 


to guarantee the expenses of the directory at the same time they 
authorize a representative to visit the Alumni. If they feel 
they must postpone action on voting money for the directory, I 
shall be glad to have you advise me promptly. In that case, I 
will not delay further sending out our next circular letter. 


May I add a suggestion that in arranging for some one 
to go to New York, if you have no one else especially in mind, 
Dr. McLennan should visit this association? I understand that 
the men there feel that they have done a good deal already for 
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projects connected with the war, and I think that Dr. McLennan 
combines very happily the necessary knowledge of the situation, 
tactfulness and forcefulness to put the matter before them in 

& proper way. In the other cities, there are no organized asso- 
ciations, and I imagine that the same difficulty would not arise.

Dear Dr. Falconer, 


On my return from Schenectady I found your kind let- 
ter of the 23d ultimo waiting for me. Unfortunately our circu- 
lar letter was already printed and the envelopes were ready to 
be mailed, so that it was too late to include your endorsement 
of the Fellowship movement. However, it is quite likely that 
we shall have to send out one more letter before enough funds 
come in and I will take advantage of your permission to include 
it at that time. It would also help us if you would obtain the 
formal approval of the Governors and advise me. 


I was in Detroit from 4:30 P.M. until midnight on the 
th ultimo. Dr. Hoops, to whom we had written as a possible 
rker under Dr. MacMillan and whom I telephoned at once, apolo- 
gized for not replying and mentioned another doctor who Was a 
professor of the Medical School, who would probably be willing to 
do the active work and Dr. Hoops agreed to back him up in every 
way. I waited at the hotel until 9:50, hoping that they would both 
come down to see me but each of them, at the last moment, Was pre- 
vented by emergency cases from coming down town, HoWever, they 
agreed to canvass the situation at a very early date, and to le 
me Know what could be done in the way of preparing for a dinner 
and reviving the old organization. They told me that Dr. MacMillan 
was the head of the old organization but that he was not a man to 
use much energy in such a movement, although he might make a very 
suitable figurehead. If I do not hear something definite shortly, 
I shall write them again. I anticipate that they will certainly 
get busy quite soon. 
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I was in Cleveland on the 30th and had a talk with 
Mr. I. M. Loeser, one of my classmates who is now an extremely 
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successful attorney, dined with Dr. John MacLachlan, whom I knew 
very well in college, and lunched with Dr. W. J. Abbott, Dr. 

John Phillips and Dr. Weir. I told them that we must have quite 
a little more money yet for the Fellowship and suggested to them 
the advisability of having a dinner for some guest from the Univ- 
ersity. Dr. Weir was very averse to a formal organization. He 
feels that there are too many organizations in Cleveland now. 
However, they agreed to send out a post card presently to all the 
graduates inquiring if they would be interested in a dinner if 
some one from Toronto was sent on, and I think will be very glad 
to get out as large an attendance as possible if a dinner is 
arranged. 


I enclose herewith a copy of the letter which went out 
on my return. I hope that we will get good results from it, and 
at the smoker we had just before Christmas it was arranged that 
we should have an active campaign in Chicago for about four weeks, 
commencing in about ten days, The Chicago men have not yet been 
canvassed for more than nominal subscriptions. 


I am writing to-day also to Professor Maca

Dear Dr. Falconer, 


At the annual meeting of the Alumni in New York, 
subscriptions were raised among those present for $50 a 
year for the Fellowship. This, with pledges of about $30 
made mostly in Chicago and which we can count on absolutely, 
gives us a total subscription of $658.50, on which at least 
the first installment is paid. Our expenses to date have 
been $347, or $116 per year, bringing the total cost per 
year to $616, and leaving a balance per year of $43.50, or 
$137.50 for future expenses and defaulting subscriptions. 


There seems to be no reason for waiting longer to 
transmit the Fellowship to the University, and I enclose 
herewith a copy of a letter to Mr. Erebner, which was drawn 
and approved by the Chicago Committee yesterday. It embodies 
all the conditions laid down by the donors, except that the 
money was originally raised on the condition that it should 
go to some department which had shown its ability to utilize 
the money, by publication of the results of original investi- 
gations. Owing to the organization of the Board of Graduate 
Studies it was not thought necessary to include this condi- 
tion in the formal letter of transmission, as it might give 
offense by drawing unpleasant distinctions. 


It has been generally agreed by the Chicago graduates 
since we began to raise the money that for the first year the 
Fellowship should go to Prof. Macallum, whose name interested 
especially the medical graduates, and the Council has instruct- 
ed me to request that the Fellowship be offered to him for his 
department for next winter if he can find a suitable candidate.
